mother. 
Several questions asked by 
John B. Stanchfield, one of Mrs. Wal­ 
lahs counsel, at the coroner’s inquest 
indicated that such might be the ex­ 
planation offered for the presence of 
bichloride mercury in the dead wom­ 
an’s body. 
If representatives of the 
district attorney’s office know 
any 
motive which might have prompted 
Mrs. Wallau to poison her mother 
they did not bring it out in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
The chief witness.was Miss Eliza­ 
beth Devine, a nurse, who attended 
Mrs. Binge. 
She had no suspicion, 
she said, that her patient was suffer­ 
ing from poison until Feb. 3, when 
Miss Cleveland, another nurse, was 
called into the case. Miss Devine had 
been giving champagne to Mrs. Binge 
in small dose? under orders of Dr.
